REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending. 

Claim 9 stands rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being allegedly anticipated by 
Kanno (US 2001/0025691 ). 

Claims 1-8 and 12-20 are allowed. 

Claimr 10-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Changes in the Claims: 

Claim 9 has been canceled. 

Claim 10 has been rewritten in independent form to include the limitations of 
claim 9. No new matter has been added. 

Rejection under 35 USC S102(e) - claim 9 

Claim 9 stands rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being allegedly anticipated by 
Kanno . This rejection is moot because claim 9 has been canceled. 

Objections to claims 10-11 

Claims 10 and 1 1 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. Claim 10 has been rewritten in independent form to include the limitations of 
claim 9. Claim 11 depends from claim 10. 

It is respectfully submitted that claims 10 and 1 1 are now allowable.

For all of the above reasons, applicants submit that the amended claims are now 
in proper form, and that the amended claims all define patentable subject matter over the 
prior art.
